Editors Appeal On the eve of my
return to Arkansas, 1 t?g to say some
thing in answer to the communications
in your paper, signed " Memphis," with
reference to railroads, generally, and
especially with reference to the proposed
Jacksonport road. His articles are not
before me, but the contexts may be
stated, in general terms.
" LET THOSE 1SUILD RAILROADS WHO

WANT THEM,"
is one of his leading ideas. Very few
men, in this day, will say they do not
"want" railroads. They enhance the
value of real estate, especially, and
bring numberless conveniences. All
men like the acnommodotions of wealth
aud though none cau take a town lot or
a farm to the next world. I never vet
heard of a man that would not rather
die worth a million dollars than die
worth nothing. Thus, according to
"Memphis s" tueory, if railroads lu
crease wealth, and if all persons wish to
be wealthy, then they must ail " want '
railroads as oue of the means of attain
ing their wishes. This idea of " letting
those who want railroads build them,
is, however, the development of a selfish
instinct, the same iJlitH?ral spirit savs
''let those who want pavements and
sidewalks imlld them.' The same
illiberal spirit says, " let those who want
levees build them." But, fortunately
the law steps in and compel all inter
ested to build sidewalks and pavements
tins would be

if such selfish views prevailed. "Mem
phis'' savs the merchants should build
these roads, because they handle the
freights over Ihem. I insist that the
owners of houses and lots are more ben-
efited hv railroads thau are the mer
chants. Let me illustrate by one ex
ample: When I landed on this bluff, iu
lbiio, a wortuy citizen had bourriit a cor
ner lot for one thousand dollars. He has
held it, paid all taxes on it. and im
proved it. It fronts two hundred feet
on Main street, and is now valued at
one thousand dollars per front foot! His
annual rents are said to tie thirty-tw- o

thousand dollars. Let us call him Mr.
A. Suppose B. had put one thousand
dollars in dry goods, groceries, hard
ware, or anything else. Would that
sum have brought bim the income that
A. gels'.' Suppose he had loaned it out
at compound interest, would it have
brought him this remuneration? Sup
pose he had put it in rich lands away
from railroads, would he have oeen paid
as A. has been, this is an extreme
case, it is true; aud I concede that the
increased value of A.'s lot is not all
owing to railroads. Hut these roads
have jrreatly contributed to that result
Now, should not A. "want" railroads?
Yes. But he has never "wanted" thetn
enough to give them one dollar of aid,
except that extorted from him by tax
ation. A. is not alone in his

There are many others who " want '

them; but they " want " somebody else
to build theni. "Memphis" says that
the cotton once sent here from Madison,
Uioson and navwood counties, now
goes to Louisville anu bt. Louis; ani
the only legitimate inference from his
argument is that the roads we have
should not have been built. Is he really
in earnest? Then we should build no
more; for the mere mode of raisina; the
Hinds lo build them if iiothintr if thev
should not be built at all. Will "Mem-
phis" say that these roads have not
added to the trade of Memphis, even if
a portion or West ieunessee cotton does
not now come here? Let us suppose we
had not built them. Wtiuld not Louis
ville and St. Louis and Mobile have
reached their iron arms to those coun-
ties? Would we not have then bad

within twenty-fiv- e miles, for the want
of railroads to our own town? Frankly,
would "Memphis" have the Memphis
and Louisville, aud the Memphis and
Charleston roads, taken up as far as
Brownsville and Grand Junction?
Would he have those sections of West
Tennessee restored to their condition of
185U? His argument would be sound if
Memphis could forbid Louisville, and
the citizens of Gibson and Carroll, from
trading with each other; or if he could
erect a Chinese wall around them and
compel them to trade here only. As he
cannot do this, our citizens have done
Just what others have done. They have
built roads to retain the trade of
West Tennessee, conscious that without
them all that trade is lost, while with
them much of it may be retained.
Speaking of the Kansas City railroad,
"Memphis" says, "Take your road back
of Kansas City and St. Louis." Will
he please say how it is to be "taken"
there? Can it be done without money?
Has he shown
WHERE THE MONEY 18 TO COME FROM?

He talks as if there was no difficulty
in getting a plenty of it. "Take your
road hack of Kansas City f" This would
be sublime were it not ridiculous. Had
we not better come back to Memphis?
We have not built a mile toward Jack-
sonport yet, on the direct line; would it
not be an exhibition of common sense
for us to return from "back of Kansas
City," and see how we shall start there?
Once there, Memphis could afford to rest
for ten years, for she would sweep all the
trade of that section, and of the region
between White and Black rivers. The
question is, how to get to Jacksonport?
He and I agree as to the impolicy of
attempting another road across this bot
tom; but he seems to think that I advo
cate a Jacksonport road, and also a
separate one to Augusta. No such non-
sense has been spoken or written by me.
Conceding, as I have always done, that
Jacksonport is and should be
THE TERMINAL POINT ON WHITE RIVER,

I have only urired that the liest aud
easiest way to get there, is to start from
some point on the Memphis and Little
hock road, and thence reach Jackson-
port iia Augusta, and through a country
already well populated and capable of
sustaining a road as soon as built. It is
ninety miles from Memphis to Jackson-
port by a direct line. It is one hundred
aud twenty via Augusta. But on the
first named line, the cost of preparing
the road through the bottoms of forty
miles, would probably equal the entire
cost of completing the sixty miles, from
the Little Rock road to 'Jacksonport.
via Augusta; and the forty miles would
not, for twenty years, pay the road one
thousand dollars per mile per annum.
How much have the forty miles from
Hopefield to St. Francis ever paid into
the treasury of the Little Rock road?
By taking the direct line you have to
build ninety miles at an enormous cost
for the first forty. By starting from the
Little Rock road, you have but sixty-mile-

over a level, fertile and populated
country. Cau Memphis furnish one-four- th

enough means for the direct line?
The only roads completed or under pros-
perous way in Arkansas, are those
having

LAND GRANTS.
But for those, neitherthe Memphis and

Little Rock, nor the Little Rock and Fort
Smith, nor the Cairo and Fulton, would
have been constructed.

In conclusion allow me to gay some-
thing as to the mode of raising this
fund for a road to Jacksonport. Has
" Memphis " any objections to the mer-
chants named in the plan?
